Economics of Empire. 

The real work of the Imperial Conference 
may be said to have begun yesterday when 
the economic section held its first meeting. 
When all is said and done, the most vital 
aspect of the world’s great problem is 
its economic aspect. The British Empire 
has a decisive part to play in the restora- 
tion of economic conditions throughout the 
world, and it proposes to begin its task 
by setting its own house in order. Sir 
Philip Lloyd-Greame, President of the 
Board of Trade, gave a comprehensive 
survey yesterday of the problems that 
await solution. The chief aim of the 
economic conference will be the consolida- 
tion of the British Empire’s position. As 
General Smuts remarked in a masterly 
speech, South Africa alone can produce 
sufficient raw materials of many kinds to 
supply the whole Commonwealth, and 


a vast treasure-house of untapped resources. 
If the economic conference can succeed in 
evolving a scheme whereby the. Empire 
will become more or less independent of 
all extraneous sources of supply, it will 
lay the foundation of an economic structure 
which will be able to withstand the heaviest 
shocks. It will ensure a decent livelihood 
for all able-bodied and willing citizens of 
the Commonwealth ; it will increase British 
prestige throughout the globe enormously, 
and by the tightening of economic bonds 
it will toughen also those ties of fellow- 
ship and affection which hold the ever- 
growing Empire together. 

Sir Philip Lloyd-Greame announced that 
the Conference would approach the 
economic problem from three different 
angles. In the first place, it will consider 
the better distribution of the'inhabitants of 
the Commonwealth. At present there are 
1,250,000 men and women in Great 
Britain without work, while in Australia, 
Canada, New Zealand and South Africa 
there is a serious dearth of white settlers. 
Obviously, the preparation of a suitable 
scheme of settlement will involve financial 
co-operation between the con- 
stituent parts of the Empire. By the 
release of capital to finance, for instance, 
the growth of raw cotton in Africa and 
elsewhere jobs could be found for hundreds 
of thousands of men who at present are on 
the verge of despair. In the second place, 
Imperial Preference must be considered. 
This very vital matter is regarded more 
earnestly in the overseas Dominions than 
in these islands, and every one of the 
Colonial Premiers will have something to 
say about it. The Dominions will be 
restive until Britain establishes a system 
of preferential tariffs which will give the 
whole Empire, including the Free State, a 
fair chance of developing its nascent in- 
dustries. The third angle “f approach 
will be that of communications, which will 
include cable services, air mails, faster 
steamer services and the like. All these 
matters are of the utmost importance to 
the Empire, and the decisions of the Con- 
ference will be awaited with the keenest 
interest in every corner of the Common- 
wealth. 

Mr. J. McGrath, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, who is representing the 
Free State Government at the Con- 
ference, showed by his able and modest 
speech that he and his colleagues are 
not blind to the. reactions which the 
decisions of the Premiers may have on 
Irish affairs. For that reason we are sorry, 
that he declared his intention merely of

These 
triumphs—in a country where the forces 
of Capital are highly organised and 
jmmensely powerful—may be attributed 
mainly to two causes. In the first place. 
the American Labour movement holds 
itself aloof from party politics and insists 
oi. discipline within its ranks. When any 


i branch of Capital makes a bargain with 


any branch of Labour it knows that the 
bargain will be respected. Strikes in the 
United States are very formidable things, 
by reason of the vast scale on which they 
are conducted; but they are infrequent 
because the soundness of the machinery 
of bargaining gives every chance to the 
spirit of compromise. The American Labour 
movement has no intention of losing these 
advantages. It realises that settled and. 
ordered conditions of society are ag neces- 
sary to its own welfare as to that of any 
other section of the community—that 
Labour, as well as Capital, has every- 
thing to fear from industrial anarchy. The 
American Federation Yefuses to touch 
Communism witha forty-foot pole. The 
use of any public hall at Portland has 
been denied to a small party of agitators 
which is advocating “one big union ” and 
the establishment of a communistic Labour 
party. In the same prudent spirit the 
Federation rejects the dramatic wiles of 
the Ku Klux Klan. Mr. Gompers declares 
that the Klan is hostile to organised trade 
unionism, and a resolution denouncing 
“the invisible empire” will be proposed 
at the convention. The other main cause 
of American Labour's prosperity is very 
simple: it earns its wages. The cost of 
living in the United States is exceedingly 
high ; but wages, and therefore the general 
standard of living, are proportionately 
high. Hours of labour are short in many 
great industries—Mr, Ford is working 
towards the ideal of a five-hours day—and 
there is one motor car in the United States 
fo> every three persons. The high wages 
are possible only because the men who 
draw them give good value for them. 
Machinery may be king in America; but 
it does not dominate the individual pride 
and self-respect of the workers. American 
trade unionism has no patience with the 
pernicious doctrine that, in order that 
work may “go round,” the pace of the 
slowest and slackest must be the pace of 
al’. When an American bricklayer or 
rivetter works he is really working. Ii 
he is a good man, he can earn, and his 
union allows him to éarn, better wages 
than his less skilful or lazier mate. It 
follows that there is comparatively little 
unemployment in American industry and 
that the scandal of the “ dole” is unknown. 
Capital prospers through abundant and 
steady. production, and wages keep well 
abreast of the high cost of living. One 
might suppose that there was a moral here 
for Labour in the Free State, but none 
of our “leaders’’ shows any anxiety to

Control of Fire-arms. 
The Irish public, and especially the 


Irish farmer, welcomed the provision of 
the Public Safety (Emergency Powers) Act 
which transferred the control of fire-arms 
and the regulation of their possession from 
the military authorities to the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. The Ministry, which is in 
a much better position, through the Civic 
Guard and the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
to deal efficiently with the matter, has 
now issued its regulations in respect of 
fire-arms, ammunition and explosives. 
The licensing authorities in al] cases are 
the superintendents of the Civic Guard 
and Dublin Metropolitan Police. In the 
case of persons of good repute there will 
be no. difficulty in securing a licence for a 
sporting gun or rook rifle; but it will be 
noted with satisfaction that for the present 
licences for revolvers and rifles will not be 
issued. If the Government should come 
at any time to the conclusion that the 
public, or any considerable body of it, 
ught to be armed in its own defence, the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, doubtless, 
would be prepared’ to issue the arms as 
well as the licences. Licences will be for 
the duration of six months only and will 
be confined to the area in which the holder 
resides. If he wishes to shoot in another 
area, he must get his licence endorsed by 
& superintendent in that area. Ammuni- 


tion will be purchasable only from speci- | 


ally licensed houses, which must keep a 
strict account of their sales. The usual 
licences must be obtained in addition to 
the permit to have the gun, and visitors 
coming to shoot in Ireland must have im- 
portation and excise licences before a local 
permit will be issued. The new regula- 
tions will be a blessing for the farmers in 
outlying districts, who, in addition to 
other troubles, have suffered greatly from 
the depredations of pigeons, crows and 
rabbits. ,

Preference. 


There is now, of coufse, quite a prospect 
that Imperial Preference will again become 
a great issue of the day. A meeting of 
the Imperial Preference Committee is to 
be held to-morrow afternoon at the home 
of Colonel Gretton. This Committee con- 
sists of one hundred and seventeen mem- 
bers of Parliament who signed a memorial 
just before the House rose for the recess 
with the general idea of getting the 
maximum amount of Imperial Preference. 
Those of the Committee who favour 
emergency legislation of a protective 
character, with the view to a protection of 
British industries, claim to have the moral 
support of a considerable portion of the 
Cabinet on their side. Im some quarters 
it is suggested that when the Conservative 
Party does go to the country it will be 
to challenge a verdict on tariffs. Mr. 
Bonar Law’s pledge is against any action 
being taken during the hfe of the present 
Parliament.

in that country it is probably unsafe to do 
so—it would appear that the new dictator 
has victoriously withstood the first active 
challenge to his authority, and has crushed 
the rebellious Monarchists at Kuestrin. In 
the interest of Europe in general, and of 
the Allies in particular, it is to be hoped 
that he has; for a Germany broken into 
fragments would certainly not be able to 
pay reparations, and would, probably, 
soon be the scene of a bloody civil war 
between the Communists of Saxony and 
the reactionists of Bavaria. 


A Tarkish Repablic. 


It is reported from Constantinople that 
Turkey is preparing to become a Republic, 
headed by a President, whose powers will 
be similar to those held by the President 
of the United States. It seems to be a 
foregone conclusion that Kemal Pasha will 
be the first President. Evidently, the 
days of the Caliphate are numbered, and 
1t is interesting to speculate as to the 
future of Islam. The Sultan, presumably, 
will disappear, or become a kind of lay 
Pope; but his influence over the Moslem 
world will be gone. 
an elected President so sacrosanct as the 
Caliph, a descendant of a hundred kings 
and rulers. India will no longer feel 
bound to study the opinions of Turkey 
when its head is a politician, pure and 
simple, devoid of spiritual power. The 
same feeling will exist in Egypt and in 
other Moslem States. |

BERLIN’S ORDERS STILL 


IGNORED. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Herr Stresemann certainly has his hands 
full at the present moment, what with the 
Cabinet crisis; Bavarian intrigues; the Ruhr 
and reparations problems; and unsuccessful 
putsches. : 

The German newspapers do not publish 
anything on the Kuestrin affair beyond the 
official communiqué; but they express con- 
siderable dissatisfaction at the manner in 
which the public was left in the dark as to 
the actual scope of the movement, and the 
personalities of those concerned in it. The 
prompt suppression of the revolt is regarded 
as a proof of the loyalty of the Reichswehr 
and as a warning to those who may be con- 
templating similar action. 

In Bavaria the dictator, Herr von Kahr 
continues to use his extensive powers not to 
quash the activities of the Futa for 
which he was ostensibly appointed, but to 
harry the Republicans and ialists, and to 
defy Berlin’s orders. 

The famous Voelkische Beobachter, which 
was '' suppressed ” last week by order of the 
Minister of Defence, Herr Gessler, continues 
merrily to appear and abuse the Berlin 
Cabinet. 

General von Lossow has transmitted to Herr 
von Kahr an order from Berlin that the 
paper must be suppressed, and Herr von Kahr 
has taken note of the ‘order, but up to the 
present he has may Om to take any action. 

. The feeling in Bavaria towards the Repub- 
lic may also be gauged from the scenes at 
the unveiling of a memorial to the members 
of the Volunteer Corps Oberland who fell in 
Upper Silesia.

THE -REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S 
RETURNS. 

The report of the Registrar-General for the 
week ended Saturday, 22nd of September, 
1923, states that the deaths registered in the 
Dublin Registration Area and in eleven pro- 
vincial urban districts of the Irish Free State 
for the previous week and for the past four 
weeks respectively were equal to the following 
annual rates per thousand of the population— 

Twelve town districts 12.8 and 12.8, Dublin 
Registration Area 12.9 and 13.2, Dublin City 
14.1 and 14.4,.Cork 11.6 and 11.2, Limerick 
17.6 and 11.5, and Waterford 7.6 and 15.7. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases 
registered in the 12 town districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 1.8 per 
1,000. Two of the 13 deaths for Limerick and 
2 of the 5 deaths for Galway, were from 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 


years. 
DUBLIN AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the total 
number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 196—101 boys and 95 girls—and 
the deaths to 115—52 males and 63 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths 
(numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, 
represent an annual rate of mortality of 12.9 
per 1,000 of the population. During the 38 
weeks ending with Saturday last. the death- 
rate averaged 14.3, and was 5.7 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portion of the 
ten years 19135-1922. The rate for all deaths 
registered during the 38 weeks was 15.7, and 
during the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding ten years 21.6. | 

Included in the 107 deaths appertaining to 
the Area are 7 from whooping-cough and 11 
from diarrheal diseases. In the three pre- 
ceding weeks deaths from whooping-cough 
were 5, 3, and 5, and deaths from diarrheal 
diseases were 15, 13, and 9. 

One death from cerebro-spinal meningitis 
was registered. 

There were 3 deaths from pneumonia. com- 
prising 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and 1 from 
pneumonia (not otherwise defined). 

Tuberculous disease caused 15 deaths (of 
which 9 were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 1 
from tubercular meningitis, and 5 from other 
forms of tuberculous disease), as against 20, 
9 and 12 from all forms of tuberculous disease 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 6 by 
diseases of the heart, and 6 by bronchitis. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

Among deaths of infants under 1 year old, 
3 were due to whooping-cough, 1 to tuber- 
culosis. 1 to meningitis, 8 to diarrhea and 
enteritis, 6 to premature birth, and 4 to con- 
genital debility. 

Thirty-six of the deaths registered during 
the week, appertaining to the Area, were 
those of children under 5 years of age, 27 
being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were 
under 1 month old, and 29 deaths were those 
of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 21 
were 70 years of age or over. i 

Of the 107 deaths recorded, 45 occurred in 
hospitals and other public institutions.

PROSPECT OF REDUCED DUES 
AT BELFAST. 


At the Belfast Harbour Board meeting 
yesterday Mr. Fair said that six steamers 
were at present discharging in their foreign 
dock with a gross registered tonnage of about 
30,000 tons, and these included a Clan liner 
and Ellerman liner, a Commonwealth, liner, 
and a Head liner with cargoes from South 
African, Argentine, Australian, and North 
Atlantic ports, and the prospective arrivals 
for the remainder of the year were likely to 
show continued increase on the tonnage of 
the previous year.

“THE YPRES TIMES.” 


The October issue of The Ypres Times, the 
journal of the Ypres League, marks the end 
of the first volume. There has been no fall- 
ing off in the quality of the reading matter 
in this journal. The current issue contains 
a most interesting article on tunnelling opera- 
tions in the Salient, a novel account of ex: 
periences on the Western front a yer ges 
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to examine with an open mind any proposals 
that may be made by other parts of the 
Empire. That, it neea scarcely-be said, is the 
only intelligent ‘way in which to treat the 
matter. There is nothing sacrosanct 
about the tenets of a school of 
economic thought. What reálly . matters 
is that practical proposals should not be 
submerged in a revival of the old 
dishonest political controversy which regards 
free trade everywhere asa virtuous and pro- 
tection as immoral—or ‘vice versa—whatever 
the special circumstances of the case may be. 

The main business of the Conference, as the 
President of the Board of Trade pointed ont, 
is to work out a policy in which the various 
parts of the Empire can co-operate to their 
mutual advantage, The more acute difficulties 
of the present position are due to the war, 
which has caused the dislocation of the com- 
mercial fabric and upset the established basis 
on which international commerce was founded. 
It is clear that a recovery, in Europe, at any 
rate, must be a slow process, and so the de- 
velopment of new markets becomes a matter 
of vital _ necessity. The Dominions and 
Colonies are alse suffering from the same 
nandicap; they, tov, need new markets. In 
these two facts he all the elements of a busihess 
arrangement. The task of the Economic Con- 
ference is to arrive at a workable agreement. 
One of the most encouraging passages in the 
n age speech recalled the fact that. during 
the industrial depression after the Franco- 
Prussian War the one thing which enabled 
this country fo carry on was the fact that its 
exports of manufactures within the Empire 
almost doubled in those difficult years. It 
may well be taken as a hopeful augury by the 
present generation.

FATE OF THE CABINET. 


In a message from Berlin last night, 
The Times Correspondent states :—At the 
time of despatching this message the Reich- 
stag has not met to hear the Chancellor’s 
speech, and it is uncertain whether it will 
meet to-night at all. The next few hours 
must decide whether the Cabinet survives in 
its present form, which now seems wholly 
impossible; whether it extends its basis to 
the right to include the Junkers by forming 
a bourgeois bloc to the exclusion of the 
Socialists, or whether Dr. Stresemann goes. 
leaving the Junkers and their followers to 
seize power with all the dire consequences 
that must follow the dictatorial enforcement 
of their known intentions. 

Dr. Stresemann on taking office said that 
his was the last attempt to govern Germany 
by Parliamentary methods. Evidently he 
himself soon abandoned the hope of doing so 
directly, and issued his decree appointing the 
Minister of Defence, Herr Gessler, to be 
dictator. But he is making a last bid for the 
shadow of Parliamentary form, and has 
embodied in a bill the extraordinary powers 
he considers necessary for running the 
country in the near future. The main pur- 
pose of this bill is to absolve him from 
Parliamentary authority and responsibility.

fn Enniscorthy on Tuesday, Dr. Day, Bishop 
of Ossory and Ferns, said that they had met 
that day under vastly different conditions from 
those under which they had met that time 
_ They had come together there in 
ty and depression of spirit. The 
i state of internecine strife; 
outrage and destruction were almost of daily 
occurrence, and a determined effort was being 
made to make the government of the countr 
impossible. It seemed extremely doubtfn 
whether the Free State would weather the 
storm. Well, thank God, all that came to 
yn end. The fighting had stopped; had 
heen established, and al h t still 
was a considerable amount of labour unrest, 
men and women were going about their busi- 
ness, and there seemed a general desire in all 
classes to settle down to work and try and 
restore the prosperity and credit of the 
country. ) ; 

It was true that the scars of the conflict 
remained. As he drove about the diocese, he 
saw ruined courthouses and dwellings; he 
crossed broken bridges, temporarily repaired. 
In the diocese of Ferns such houses as Castle- 
boro’, the residence of the late Lord Carew, 
and Wilton Castle, the residence of Captain 
Alcock, had been burned to the ground. Of 
course, all that ruin had got to paid for, 
and he was afraid that their country would 
be crippled with a heavy burden of debt for 
many & long year. 

LOSSES TO THE COUNTRY. 

But that was the least part of the damage. 
The worst of it was that their country had 
Jost, through the destruction of their homes, 
many men and women of high character and 
intelligence who could ill be spared. (Hear, 
hear.) Some of them might, no doubt, re- 
urn. His lordship h that they would, 
but many, he was afraid, had left Ireland for 
good. His lordship had received a sad letter 
the other day from one of these, lamentin 
the destruction of his beautiful home, an 
saying that his connection with Ireland was 

ne for ever. His lordship laid stress on 
those hing loss, both to their country 
and Church, was very great, and their future 
would be very different in many ways from 
the past. — . 

Yet, in spite of all the losses, they had 
reason for great thankfulness and hope. (Hear, 
hear.) Civil strife had come to an end. The 
general election had been carried through 
without disturbance and bloodshed, and the 
Government, to whose courage and determina- 
tion in very difficult and critical times they 
w largely owed the present quiet state of 
the country, had been returned.

As they all knew, he had never lost hope for 
their country, evem in the darkest days.

WORK OR AN INCREASED 


DOLE. 


In the Round Room of the Dublin. Mansion 
House yesterday Mr. C, J. Kennedy, New 
Cottage, Palmerstown, presided over a meet- 
ing of unemployed men. There was not a 
large attendance, the room being Jess than 
half filled. 

The Chairman said that he was against 
preferential treatment at the Labour Ex- 
changes. In his opinion, there was plent of 
work in the twenty-six counties to tide them 
over the coming Christmas if the demolished 
buildings in Sackville street. and other be 
of- Dublin and elsewhere in-the Free State 
were rebuilt. Even the Ean iean and other 
business people could help. Music halls and 
ee houses could also do something for 

em. in ee 

There were many there who had been cut 
off the. dole, and who were in a fog as to 
whether the dole would be continued Jater or 
not. The present dole was not a living dole. 
There was no reason why the Free State 
Army should not be put on a peaceful basis, 
and thus avoid much unnecessary expense. 

Mr. Hackett asked what they cared for a 
League of Nations or anything else. They 
simply wanted a living for themselves, their 
wives and children. .They must become 
organised. If the Government could not give 
them employment they could at least not cut 
off the dole. Unless the Government did 
something for the unemployed there would. be 
trouble. The Labour ‘members in the Dail 
should confine themselves to labour business, 
and not-waste their time with political catch 
cries. 

Other speeches having been delivered, 

The Chairman moved a resolution demand- 
ing from the Free State Government and 
from the newly-elected deputies that work be 
found for the unemployed at an early date. 
They also demanded, “until such time as work 
oe be found for them, unemployment 
money, irrespective of periods or not, ' based 
on w we consider a fair living scale—i.e., 
men 25s. weekly, wives 10s. weekly, first child 
2s. 6d. weekly, 2s. weekly for every other 
child. As house rents are still high and the 
price of food,.etc., has not come down to a 
very great extent, we ask that this demand 
be met in the spirit and in the letter. We 
believe ‘that there is plenty of work in the 
twenty-six counties to meet the needs of all 
the unemployed if it was only split up fairly.” 

The resolution was passed. 

Another resolution was passed deciding to 
send a deputation to the President of the 
Free State, the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce, and the leader of the Labour Party 
on Thursday, 4th October, in the precincts of 
the Parliament House, and to = shin before 
them the terms of the foregoing resolution.

Public Safety (Emergency Powers) Act, has 
issued regulations governing the possession of 
arms and ammunition by private persons. 

1—A Super 
or of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, may 
issue a firearms licence to any person in that 
officer’s area, of whose good character he 1s 
satisfied, and who has valid reasons for 
acquiring such licence. The fee for such, 
licence will be five shillings. 

2—If the Superintendent of police considers 
it expedient, in the interests oí the public 
safety or the peace, to revoke ‘such licence 
and to take up the firearms and ammunition, 
he has power to do so. i 

3—A firearm licence shall be operative only 
in the police area for which it is issued, but nf 
the holder of such licence applies to have it 
made operative in another police area the 
Superintendent may lawfully endorse such 
transfer for a given period. 

4—The holder of a firearm licence shall not 

rmit any firearm or ammunition held by 
im, pursuant to euch licence, to pass from 
his possession or control, otherwise than in 
accordance with the, conditions of the licence. 
If such firearm or ammunition shall be re- 
moved from his possession or control he shall 
immediately report the fact to the police. ' 

‘5—No firearm or ammunition shall be sold 
or issued to any person who is not in posses- 
sion of a licence, in addition to any gun or 
game licence, as by law required. 

There are additional regulations with regard 
to the manufacture and repairs of firearms, 
and it is provided that every firearm shall 
bear a distinguishing mark, or identification 
number, and the name. of the manufacturer, 
seller or owner. 

The licences shall be valid for six months 
from the 1st August, 1923, unless earlier re 
voked. No person may import, export or 


.temove, deliver or receive for the purpose of 


conveyance or transit. any firearms or am- 
munition, except on the conditions applying 
to sach import, export or removal from one 
seam to eatery. | Any member of a police 
orce in Saorstat Eireann may at any time, 
anywhere, seize, search and examine any 
arcel or package which he has reason to 
tied containg firearms or ammunition for 
import, export or removal, in contravention of 
these ‘regulations. Contravention of these 
regulations will be an offence for which the 

alty may be anything up to twelve 
months’ hard Jabour, or a fine of £50 or six 
months’ imprisonment, in default of payment. 

The” control of firearms, ammunition and 
explosives, under the Public Safety Act, is 
transferred to the Ministry of Home Affairs 
from the military authorities. 

A person wishing .to purchase a sporting 
gun must obtain a licence from the police 
Superintendent of the area in which he re- 
sides, and when he has purchased the gun he 
must obtain another licence to hold possession 
of it. 

For the present it is proposed to grant per- 
mission to obtain only sporting guns and .22 
rook rifles. 

Already there have been issued by the 
military authorities about 12,000 permits for 
sporting guns, so that the number of new 
applications is expected to be small.

BOXES IN THE FREE STATE. 


The Postmaster-General of the Irish Free 
State announces that the annual fees for pri- 
vate box and bag services at post offices in 
tfe Free State have been considerably re- 
| duced.. The renting of a private box entitles 
the holder to obtain his correspondence at 
the Post Office instead of having to await de- 
livery by the postman, which may not be 
effected for a considerable time after the 
| arrival of the mails. This should: be of con- 
siderable advantage to traders and others who 
desire to obtain their letters at the earliest 
possible moment, and also ensures strict 
privacy in the treatment of correspondence. 

At the larger post offices the fee for a pri- 
vate box is now two guineas a year, with an 
additional guinea if a locked private bag is 
used. At the smaller offices the fee is one 
guinea a year, and there is no extra charge for 
using a locked private bag. These charges 
compare favourably with those levied in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, where they 
amount to £35 10s. a year (or £5 a year if a 
locked bag is used) and Ws. a year respec- 
tively. 

The matter is at present in an experimental 
stage, but it is hoped that the continuance 
of the reduced charges will be justified. by an 
increase im the number of private box and 
bag renters.
